A HAND-TO-HAND FIGHT. 
As the Ana rchist concluded a body of 
men were dimly seen a pproa chiug in mea s­ 
ured trea d. 
It a ppea red like a pha la nx of 
Ma sons returning from a priva te a ssembly 
or drill 
The stillness of ttdfir a pproa ch 
wa s ominous a ud a ppa lling. 
The 3,000 
Ana rchists crept closer to tho ba rrels. Then 
100 sta rs a nd 1,000 bra ss buttons Ha shed in 
horizonta l a nd perpendicula r lines a t the 
street intersection. 
They were under com 
ma ud of Lieut Wa rd, who immedia tely 
proceeded to rea d the riot a ct to the 
Ana rchists. 
He ha d ha rdly concluded, 
when so.no ono outside of the crowd threw 
a bomb in cloee proximity to the police­ 
men. 
A TERRIFIC EXPLOSION 
followed, a nd a s if by a preconcerted a r­ 
ra ngement, the mob closed in on the polico 
with knives, pistols a nd fire-a rms of a ll de­ 
scriptions. 
The police ha d no a lterna tive 
but to mow them d^wn. 
The scene tha t 
followed ca n not be described. 
Blood 
flowed a s freely a s wa ter, a nd men dropped 
on every ha nd. 
All in the neighborhood were running fcr 
their lives, while pistol-shots were Hy ing 
thiek a nd fa st in every direction. 
People 
fell in their ha ste a nd others fell over them, 
until they were four or five deep, a nd ma de 
despera te struggles to esca pe from the bul- 
lets a nd bombs which were fea red a t every 
point 
There were fierce cries of despera ­ 
tion a nd pitiful moa ns of both police a nd 
civilia ns, who ha d been more or less ma n­ 
gled by the bomb or wounded by bullets. 
In lees tha n two minutes the street wa s 
clea r, with the exception of those who la y 
wounded upon the street 
DON FIELD’S HTATMKENT. 
Inspector Bonfield described the scene of 
the explosion a s follows: 
There were a bout 
130 men in the pla toon, in three compa nies, 
comma nded 
by Lieut Wa rd, 
Sta nton, 
Hubba rd a nd Steele. 
We ma rched from 
the sta tion 
north 
to

a nd found

Wa rd rea d the sta tutory 
com­ 
ma nd in the na me of the sta te, to disperse 
pea cea bly . 
Some ra n a wa y a t this, but 
Fielden wa s just in the midst of a sentence 
exhorting tho crowd tha t “ This wa s the time 
to a rm themselves,” a nd the words were 
sca rcely out Ca pt Wa rd s mouth when 
some one in the crowd threw the bomb. 
It 
sizzled over the hea ds of Ca pt Wa rd a nd 
my self, who were somewha t in a dva nce of 
the line, a nd struck right in ¡the middle of 
the line. 
It exploded the minute it struck, 
a nd then immedia tely , a s if the explosion 
were a precoucerted signa l, the crowd bega n 
to fire. 
Our men (pulled their wea pons a t 
once a nd cha rged northwa rd into the crowd, 
firing a s they went 
The mob sca ttered in 
every direction, but some of them tiring 
ba ck a s they ra n.” 
Pa trol a nd a mbula nce wa gons ha ve been 
busy pa cking up dy ing a nd mounded ma u 
a nd ta king them to hospita ls.

The tra gedy wa s the outgrowth of the 
a tta ck on McCormicks works Monda y , a nd 
a s showing the mea ns used to insite ¡the men 
in their ma d defia nce of the a uthorities the 
following a re given. 
Monda y night, a fter 
tha t riot wa s quelled, the following circula r 
was sca ttered a round the city: 
REVENGE! WORKINGMEN, TO ARM S!!l 
“ Your ma sters sent out their bloodhounds, 
the police; they killetPsix of y our brothers 
a t McCormick’s this a fternoon. They killed 
the poor wretches beca use they , like y ou, ha d 
the coura ge to disobey the supreme will of 
y our bosses. 
They killed them beca use they 
da red a sk for the shortening of the hours of 
toil 
They kiHed them to show y ou, ‘free 
America n citizens,’ tha t y ou must be sa tis­ 
fied a nd contented with wha tever y our bosses 
condescend to a llow y ou, or y ou will get 
killed! 
“ You ha ve for y ea rs omlured the most a b­ 
ject humilia tions; y ou ha ve for y ea rs suffered 
unmea sura ble iniquities; y ou ha ve worked 
y ourself to dea th; y ou ha ee endured the 
pangs of wa nt a nd hunger; y our chil­ 
dren y ou ha ve sa crificed to the fa ctory - 
lords; in short, y ou ha ve been misera ble 
a nd obedient sla ves a ll these y ea rs. 
Why ? 
To sa tisfy Ike insa tia ble greed, to fill the 
coffers of y pwria sy , thieving ma sters!” 
Tuesda y n&era oon it wa s followed by the 
following, which* wa e thrown broa dca st 
throughoutjtfce streets of the city : 
“ Attention,workingmen: Grea t ma se-meet 
ing to-night, a t 7:30 o’olock, a t the Hay ma r­ 
ket, Randolph street, between Desplaines 
a nd Ha lstea

the police—the shooting of our fellow-work­ 
men y esterda y a fternoon.

The fou r special police­ 
men on du ty were pelted with stones and 
bricks and soon fled for their 
livos. 
< Jne of 
;hcm stu mbled and fell, and while ly ing on 
the grou nd llred into the approaching rab­ 
ble. 
The rioters halted for a moment u ntil 
one of the loaders 
WAVED A RUSTY SABER 
ov er his head and u rged his companions to 
kill the prostate officer. 
Abou t this time 
the Hinjnan street and Twelfth street patrol 
wagons, filled with officers, rattled down 
the street. 
When the blu e v ehicles neared 
the rioters the officers took a im ov er each 
other's shou lder and 
FIRED VOLLEY AFTER VOLLEY' 
over the hea ds of th) strikers. 
The effect 
wa s a mtia ng. 
Men with their pockets filled 
with stones a nd men with Sla vonic bea rds 
a nd wooden swords huddled behind ba rri­ 
ca des no niore substa ntia l tha n a picket 
fence; the others da rted down Eighteenth 
street to Center a venue, nea r which is a sort 
of rendezvous for the thousa nds of hy phen* 
a ted-America n strikers in the neighborhood. 
Here the mob ina d# a despera te sta nd. 
Officer Sma ll, of the HInma n Street sta tion, 
lea ped out of his wa gon a nd sta rted a fter 
one of the lea ders of the riot, who wa s y ell­ 
ing to his comra des to blow up the police 
with dy na mite. 
He ra n into the crowd 
a nd 
GRABBED THE ANARCHIST 
by the neck. 
The la tter screa mel for help. 
The riotors surged a bout the offictt* a nd his 
struggling prisoner, a nd then fell upon tho 
f o r m e r wiih stones a nd clubs. Officer Sma ll, 
to defend himself, fired severa l shots into 
the crowd, but without effect. 
The shoot-, 
ing then l/ccamo hot a nd indiscrimina te. 
Sma ll’s comra de ra n to his a ssista nce, but 
before he wa s rescu ed from his perilous po­ 
sition ho wa s shot through the hea d. 
His 
prisoner escaped. 
Reports of ex ploding cartiidges eaino 
from ev ery qu arter, and tho air was filled 
with smoke. 
“ KILL THE HIRELINGS!” 
Ba wled a ma n with red whiskers, a s he 
¡jointed a n a ncient pistol a t Officer Sma ll. 
Before he could pull the trigger, Detective 
Micha el Gra nger struck his hemd a nd the 
wea pon fell to the ground. 
The mob then 
pounced upon Gra nger a nd dra gged him 
into the muddy street a nd a brick hit him 
in the forehea d. 
The detective fell to the 
ground with a strea m of blood pouring from 
a ja gged wound. 
The rema inder of the 
officers, becoming exa spera ted a t the resist­ 
a nce displa y ed by the ra pidly -growing mob, 
fired a score of shots into the surging, howl­ 
ing ma ss. 
ONE MAN WAS SEEN TO DROP, 
but his comra des picked him up a nd hnrried 
through a neighboring a lla y . 
The sight of 
Ana rchist bloo 1 sa emed to fill the rioters 
with fea r, for a s soon a s they lea rned tha t 
one of tboir number ha d been shot they fled 
precipita tely . 
The 
officers then cha rge 1 
upon them a nd ca ptured seven of the lea d­ 
ers. 
Then quiet settled down on the neigh­ 
borhood a nd in a little while no one would 
ha ve supposed such sa nguina ry scenes ha d 
been ena cted 
At 7:3J o’clock two of the men employ ed 
a t the McCormick rea per works ha d the 
temerity to wa lk oa st on Eighteenth street 
to Center a vejiue. When the “ sca bs” rea ched 
the corner two Ana rchists pounced upon 
them a nd threw them to the ground Other 
Aua rchiste then ca me up a nd bega n to bea t 
tho prostra te men with clubs. 
A policema n 
ca me- up a nd wa s felled with a brick. 
He 
got up a nd turned in a n a la rm, a nd a pa trol 
wa gon soon a rrived with reinforcements of

In bad cases, the ache is almo st co ntinu al 
ail thro u gh the affected regio n, interru p ted 
frequ ently by sho o ting, darting twinges o f 
ago ny which are beyo nd all descrip tio n iu 
sev erity.

qu ency in so me cases, in o thers, as lo ng a* 
the general health is maintained a t a high 
p itch, they keep away, to retu rn as so o n a* 
it go es belo w a certain lev eL 
In o thers, 
they retu rn fo r a few weeks ev ery fall 
winter o r sp ring. 
I11 o thers still, a slight 
drau ght o f co ld air, the irritatio n o f the? 
skin by shav ing, o r the taking o f a class o f 
co ld water o r o ther triv ial cau se, 
is su ffi­ 
cient to bring o n an attack o f indescriba­ 
ble su ffering at tho time.—S t Lo u is Uio be- 
Demo erat.
